LAWS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Passef  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress 

[PUBLIC— No.  147.] 

AN  ACT  to  provide  ways  and  means  for  the 
support  of  the  Government,  and  for  ether  pur- 
poses. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentative* of  tke  United  Slate*  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authoriied  to  borrow, 
from  time  to  time,  on  the  credit  of  the  United 
States,  four  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  and  te  is- 
sue therefore  coupon  or  registered  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Government,  after  any  period  not  less  than  fire  nor 
uioro  than  thirty  years,  or,  if  deemed  expedient, 
made  payable  at  any  period  nit  more  than  forty 
years  from  date.  And  said  bonds  shall  be  of 
such  denominations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury shall  direct,  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and 
bear  an  annual  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum,  payable  semi-annually  in  coin.  And  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  dispose  of  such 
bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  of  any  bonds 
commonty  known  as  6ve  twenties  remaining  un- 
sold, in  the  United  States,  or  if  he  shall  find  it 
expedient,  in  Europe,  ut  any  time,  on  such  terms 
as  he  may  deem  most  advisable,  for  lawful  money 
of  the  United  States,  or,  at  his  discretion,  for 
Treasury  notes,  certificates  of  indebtedness,  or 
certificates  of  deposit  issued  under  any  act  of 
Congress.  And  all  bonds,  Treasury  notes,  and 
other  obligations  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation  by  or  under  State  or  uiuni- 
ciual  authority. 

See.  2.  And  be  it  furtker  enacted,  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  issue  on  the  credit 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  lieu  of  an  equal 
amount  of  bonds  authoriied  by  the  preceding 
section,  and  as  a  part  of  said  loan,  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  in  Treasury 
notes  of  any  denomination  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars, payable  at  any  time  not  exceeding  three 
years  from  date,  or,  if  thought  more  expedient, 
redeemable  at  auy  time  after  three  years  from 
date,  and  bearing  interest  n  t  exceeding  the  rate 
of  seven  and  three-tenths  per  centum  payable 
in  lawful  money  at  maturity,  or,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Secretary,  semi-annually.  And  the 
said  Treasury  notes  may  be  disposed  of  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  on  the  best  terms  that 
can  be  obtuined,  for  lawful  money  ;  and  such  of 
them  as  shall  be  made  payable,  principal  and 
interest,  at  maturity,  shall  be  a  legal  tender  to 
the  same  extent  as  United  States  notes  for  their 
lace  value,  excluding  interest,  and  may  be  paid 
to  any  oreditor  of  the  United  States  at  their  face 
value,  excluding  interest,  or  to  any  oreditor  will- 
ing to  receive  them  at  par,  including  interest; 
and  any  Treasury  notes  issued  under  the  author- 
ity of  this  act  may  be  made  convertible,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  into 
any  bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  thisaot. 
And  the  Secretary  of  the  Traasury  may  redeem 
and  cause  to  be  cancelled  and  destroyed  any 
Treasury  notes  or  United  States  notes  heretofore 
issued  under  authority  of  previous  acts  of  Con- 
gress, and  substitute,  in  lieu  thereof,  an  equal 
amount  of  Treasury  notes  such  as  are  authorised 
by  this  act,  or  of  other  United  States  notes  i 
Provided,  That  the  total  amount  of  bonds  and 
Troasury  notes  authorized  by  the  first  and  second 
sections  of  this  act  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred 
millions  of  dollars,  in  addition  to  tho  amounts 
heretofore  issued  ;  nor  shall  the  total  amount  of 
United  States  notes,  issued  or  to  be  issued,  ever 
exoeeded  four  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  and 
such  additional  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  millions 
of  dollars,  as  may  be  temporarily  required  for  the 
redemption  of  temporary  loan  ;  nor  shall  any 
Treasury  note  bearing  interest,  issued  under  this 
act,  be  a  legal  tender  in  payment  or  redemption 
of  any  notes  issued  by  any  bank,  bankingassoci- 
ation,  or  banker,  calculated  or  intended  to  circu- 
late as  money. 

Sec.  3.  Alio!  be  it  furtker  enacud.  That  the 
interest  on  all  bonds  heretofore  issued,  payable 
annually,  may  bo  paid  semi-annually;  and  in 
lieu  of  such  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued,  tho 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  issue  bonds  bear- 
ing interest,  payable  semi-annually.  And  he 
may  also  issue  in  exchnngo  for  Treasury  notes 
heretofore  issued  bearing  seven  and  three  tenths 
per  ceutuin  interest,  besides  the  six  per  centum 
bonds  heretofore  authorized,  like  bonds  of  all  the 
denominations  in  which  such  Treasury  notes  havo 
been  issued;  and  the  interest  on  such  Treasury 
notes  after  maturity  shall  be  paid  in  lawful  mon- 
ey, and  they  may  bo  exchanged  for  Bueh  bonds  at 
any  time  within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
notice  of  redemption  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  after  which  the  interest  on  such  Treas- 
ury notes  shall  cease.  And  s»  muoh  of  tho  law 
approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  as  limits  the  loan  authoriied  therein 
to  the  current  fiscal  year,  is  hereby  repealed; 
and  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury to  borrow  money  and  issue  therefor  bonds  or 
notes  oonferrjd  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  of 
March  third,  eightoen  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
entitled,  "An  act  to  to  provide  ways  and  means 
for  the  support  of  the  Government,"  shall  cease 
on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  exceptso  far 
as  it  may  effect  [affect]  seventy-five  millions  of 
bonds  already  advertised. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  furtker  enacted,  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  authorize  the  re- 
ceipt, as  a  temporary  loan,  of  United  States 
notes  or  the  notes  of  national  banking  associa- 
tions on  deposit  for  not  less  than  thirty  days,  in 
sums  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  by  any  of  the 
assistant  treasurers  of  the  United  States,  or  de- 
positories designated  for  that  purpose,  other  than 
national  banking  associations,  who  shall  issue 
certificates  of  deposit  in  such  form  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe,  bearing  in- 
terest not  exceeding  six  per  centum  annually, 
and  payable  at  any  time  after  the  term  of  deposit, 
and  after  ten  days'  subsequent  notice,  unless 
time  and  notice  be  waved  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
may  increase  the  interest  on  deposits  at  less  than 
six  per  centum  to  that  rate,  or,  on  ten  days'  no- 
tice to  depositors,  may  diminish  the  rate  of  inter- 
est as  the  public  interest  may  require  ;  but  the 
aggregate  of  such  deposits  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  and  fifty  millions  of  dollars  ;  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  issue,  and  shall 
hold  in  reserve  for  payment  of  such  deposits, 
United  States  notes  not  exceeding  fifty  millions 
of  dollars,  including  the  amount  already  applied 
in  such  payment;  and  the  United  States  netes, 
so  held  in  reserve,  shall  be  used  only  when  need- 
ed, in  his  judgment,  for  the  prompt  payment  of 
such  deposits  on  demand,  and  shall  be  withdrawn 
and  placed  again  in  reserve  as  the  amount  of  de- 
posits shall  again  increase. 

See.  6.  Ami  be  it  furtker  enacted.  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  issue  notes  of  the 
fractions  of  a  dollar  as  now  used  for  currency,  in 
such  form,  with  such  inscriptions,  and  with  such 
safeguards  against  counterfeiting,  as  he  may 
judge  best,  and  provide  for  the  engraving  and 
preparation,  and  for  the  issue  of  the  same,  as 
well  as  of  all  other  notes  and  bonds,  and  other 
obligations,  and  shall  make  such  regulations  for 
the  redemption  of  said  fractional  notes  and  other 
notes'when  mutilated  Of  defaced,  and  for  the  re- 
ceipt of  said  fractional  notes  in  payment  of  debts 
to  the  United  States,  except  for  customs,  in  such 
sums,  not  over  five  dollars,  as  may  appear  to  him 
expedient  ;  and  it  is  hereby  declared  that  all 
laws  and  parts  of  laws  applicable  to  the  fraction- 
al notes  engraved  and  issued  as  herein  author- 
ized, apply  equally  and  with  like  force  to  all  the 
fractional  notes  heretofore  authorized,  whether 
known  as  postage  currency  or  otherwise,  and  to 
postage  stamps  issued  as  currency  ;  but  the  whole 
amount  of  all  descriptions  of  notes  or  stamps  less 
than  one  dollar  issued  as  currency  (ball  not  ex- 
ceed fifty  millions  of  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  il  furtker  enacted,  That  the  oou- 
pon  and  registered  bonds  shall  be  in  sueh  form 
and  bear  such  inscriptions  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may  direct,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 


Register  of  the  Treasury,  or  for  the  Register, 
by  suoh  person  or  persons  as  may  be  specially 
designated  for  that  purpose  by  tho  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury ,  and  shall  bear,  as  evidence  of  law- 
ful issue,  the  imprint  of  the  seal  of  the  Treasury 
Department,  to  be  made  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  a  room  set  apart 
especially  and  exclusively  for  that  purpose,  un- 
der the  care  of  some  person  appointed  directly 
by  him.  And  the  coupons  attaohed  to  such  bonds 
shall  bear  the  engraved  signature  of  the  Register 
of  the  Treasury,  and  such  other  device  or  safe- 
guard against  counterfeiting  as  the  Secretary  may 
approve  ;  and  it  is  hereby  deolared  that  all  bonds 
heretofore  issued,  bearing  the  signature  of  the 
Register,  shall  have  the  same  force,  effect,  and 
validity  as  if  signed  also  by  the  Treasurer,  and 
all  bonds  bearing  the  signature  of  the  Register, 
erroneously  desoribed  as  Treasurer  ef  the  United 
States,  shall  have  the  same  force,  effect,  and  valid- 
ity as  if  his  official  designation  had  been  correctly 
stated ;  and  all  coupons  bearing  the  engraved 
signature  of  the  Rcgistor  of  the  Treasury  in  of- 
fice at  the  time  when  such  signatures  were  author- 
ized and  engraved  shall  have  full  force,  validity, 
and  effect,  notwithstanding  such  Register  may 
have  subsequently  ceased  to  hold  office  as  such, 
wheu  issued  in  connection  with  bonds  duly  au- 
thorised and  signed  by  or  for  the  successor  or 
successors  of  said  Register.  And  the  Treasury 
notes  and  United  States  notes  authorized  by  this 
act  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  direct,  and  shall  bear  the  written 
or  engraved  signatures  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Register  of  the  Treasury, 
and  shall  have  printed  upen  them  such  statements, 
showing  the  amountof  accrued  or  accruing  inter- 
est and  the  character  of  the  notes,  a9  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe  ;  and  shall 
bear,  as  a  further  evidence  of  lawful  issue  the 
imprint  of  the  seal  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
to  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  as  before  directed. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  furtker  enacted,  That  tho 
Secrotary  of  the  Troasury  is  hereby  authorized  lo 
issue  upon  such  terms  and  under  such  regula- 
tions as  he  may  front  time  to  timo  prescribe,  reg- 
istered bonds  in  exchange  for,  and  in  lieu  of, 
any  coupon  bonds' which  have  been  or  may  here- 
after be  lawfully  issued  ;  suoh  registered  bonds 
to  be  similar  in  all  respects  to  the  registered 
bonds  issued  under  the  acts  authorizing  the  issue 
of  the  codpon  bonds  offered  for  exchange.  And 
for  all  mutiliated,  defaced,  or  indorsed  coupon 
or  other  bonds  presented  to  the  Department,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to  issue, 
upon  terms  and  under  regulations  as  aforosaiJ, 
and  in  substitution  therefor,  other  bonds  ol  like 
or  equivalent  issues. 

Sec.  8.  Ana*  '  ■  it  furtker  enacted.  That  the 
Secretary  ef  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  make ,  and  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  such  instructions,  rules,  and  regulations,  to 
the  several  collectors,  receivors,  depositaries, 
officers,  and  others,  who  may  receive  treasury 
notes,  United  States  notes,  or  other  securities  in 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  or  who  may  bo  in 
any  way  engaged  or  employed  in  the  preparation 
and  issue  of  the  same,  as  he  shall  deem  best  cal- 
culated to  promote  tho  public  convenience  and  se- 
curity, and  to  protect  the  United  States  as  well 
as  individuals  from  fraud  and  loss. 

Soc.  9.  And  be  it  furtker  enacted,  That  the 
necessary  expenses  ot  engraving,  printing,  pre- 
paring, and  issuing  the  United  States  notes, 
treasury  notes,  fractional  notes,  and  bonds,  hero 
by  authorized,  and  of  disposiug  of  tho  same  lo 
subscribers  and  purchasers,  shall  bo  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated; but  the  whole  amount  thereof  shall  uot 
exceed  one  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  notes 
and  bonds  issued. 

Sec.  10.  And  b*  H  frnlker  rnnetrd,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  lalsoly  make,  forre,  coun- 
terfeit, or  alter,  or  cause  or  procure  lo  be  false- 
ly inadc,  forged,  counterfeited,  or  altered,  any 
obligtiou  or  security  of  the  United  States,  or 
shall  pass,  ultor,  publish,  or  sell,  or  attempt  to 
pass,  utter,  publish,  or  sell,  or  shall  bring  into 
the  United  Slates  from  any  foreign  place  with  in- 
tent to  pass,  utter,  publish,  or  sell,  or  shall  have 
or  keep  in  possession,  or  conceal,  with  intont  to 
utter,  publish,  or  sell,  uny  such  false,  forged, 
counterfeited,  or  altered  obligation  ,  or  other  so 
eurity  with  intent  to  deceive  or  defraud,  or  shall 
knowingly  aid  or  assist  in  any  of  the  acts  afore- 
said, every  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  on  conviction  there- 
of, be  punished  by  lino  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  and 
confinement  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding  fif- 
teen years ,  according  to  tho  aggravation  of  the 
offence. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  furtker  enacted,  Thai  if  any 
person  having  control,  custody,  or  possession  of 
any  plate  or  platos  from  which  any  obligation  or 
other  security,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  have 
been  printed,  or  which  may  have  been  prepared 
by  direction  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,

or  shall  vend  or  sell  any  such  plate  or  plates,  or 
shall  bring  into  the  United  States  from  uny  for- 
eigu  place  any  such  plate  or  plates,  except  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas-

gress, or  any  part  thereof,  has  boen  or  may  here- 
after be  prin'ed,  or  shall  use,  er  cause,  or  know- 
ingly suffer  the  same  to  be  usod,  in  forging  or 
counterfeiting  any  such  obligation  or  other  se- 
curity, or  shall  print,  or  cause  to  be  printed,

sentatives of  tke  United  States  of  America  in  Con 
gress  assembled,  That  for  the  purpose  of  superin- 
tending the  collection  ol  internal  duties,  stamp 
duties,  licenses,  or  taxes,  imposed  bv  this  not 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  imposed,  and  of  as 
sessing  the  same,  tho  t'ommissionor  of  luternul 
Revenue,  whose  annual  salary  shall  be  four  thous- 
and dollars,  shall  be  charged,  under  thedireotion 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  preparing 
all  the  instructions,  regulations,  directions,  forms, 
blanks,  stamps,  and  liceuses,  and  distributing 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  all  other  mat 
ters  pertaining  to  the  assessment  and  collection 
of  the  duties,  stamp  duties,  licenses,  and  taxes 
which  may  be  necessary  to  oarry  this  act  into  ef- 
fect, and  with  the  general  superintendence  of  his 
office  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  authority,  und

sioner shall  render  true  and  faithful  accounts  of 
all  public  moneys  received  or  paid  out,  or  paid  to 
tho  Treasurer  of  tho  United  States,  exhibiting 
proper  vouchers  therefor,  and  the  same  shall  be 
received  and  examined  by  the  Fifth  Auditor  of

And  be  it  furtker  <»oi.f.''i,  Thut  tho 
Secretary  of  the  Trua.-ury  may  appoint  not  ex- 
uceding  five  revenue  ugents,  whose  duties  shall 
be,  undor  the  diructiuii  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  to  aid  in  the  prevention,  detection,

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Seo- 
lotary  of  the  Treasury  may  appoint  inspectors 
in  any  assessment  district  where  iu  his  judgment 
II  may  bo  necessary  for  tbo  purposo  of  a  proper 
enforcement  of  the  internal  revenue  laws  or  the 
detoctiun  of  frauds ;  and  such  inspectors  and 
revenue  agents  aforesaid  shall  be  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  Secretary,  and 
have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  any  other

Visit  to  RichmoDil  and  Interview  with 
Davis 

We  published,  on  the  2AI  of  August,  a 
brief  synopsis  of  the  interview  of  Col.  Jacobs 
and  Mr,  Gilmore  with  .'Jew.  Davis,  at  Rich 
mond,  in  July,  1804.  Thinking  our  readers 
■vouM  like  to  see  a  fuller  account  of  the 
mission  we  copy  so  much  of  Mr.  Gilmore's 
article  to  the   Atlanta  Monthly,  as  we  ran

It  may  be  proper  to  stale,  that  Col.  Jaqces, 
who  was  then  with  Gen.  frosECRANs  as  early 
as  May,  1863,  applied  for  a  pass  to  visit 
Richmond;  but  the  President  refused.  Fi- 
nally, Col.  Jaqdes  got  his  pats  and  permis 
eion  to  go  within  the  rebel  lines,  in  his  uni 
form,  but  while  the  President  Ired  fully  ex- 
pressed his  views  to  Col.  Jaques,  he  gave  him 
no  authority  to  speak  for  him  He  went  to 
Fortress  Monroe,  where,  prominent  rebel 
officers  understanding  his  mission  to  be  for 
peace,  he  was  allowed  to  smuggle  himself  on 
a  fla«  of'truce  boat,  whence  he^  entered  the 
rebel  line,  still  in  his  uniform.  "Go  where 
you  please,  and  stay  as  long  as  vou  like,"  said 
the  rebel  officer,  who  first  met'him. 

Auy  one  can  see  the  great  risk  he  ran.  He 
had  no  credentials  ;  nothing  to  show  who  he 
wag,  or  why  he  came;  and  there  were  ten 
chances  to  one  that  he  would  be  taken  as  a 
spy.  But  what  was  that  to  him?  He  was 
about  his  Master's  work,  and  his  trust  in  the 
Master,  which  "whoever  runs  mav  read"  in 
his  face  carried  him  safelv  through'  He  went 
to  Petersburg,  and  there  they  came  to  him. 
As  Xicodemus  came  to  the"  great  Peace- 
Make^  so  the  rebel  leaders  came  to  him,  bv 
night.  Disguised  and  under  false  names", 
thev  sought  him  to  ask  the  way  to  peace. 

"Lay  down  your  arms;  go  back  to  your 
allegiance,  and  the  country  will  deal  kindly 
and  generously  by  you,"  he  said  to  some  of 
them. 

From  all  he  had  the  same  answer  ;  "We 
are  tired  of  the  war.  We  are  willing  to  give 
up  slavery.  We  know  it  is  gone:  but  so 
long  as  our  Government  holds  out,  we  must 
stand  by  it  We  can  not  betray  it  and  each 
other. 

Col.  Jaques  remaiued  at  Petersburg  sever- 
al weeks,  and  then  returned  to  Baltimore 
He  wrote  to  the  President  relating  the  result 
of  hie  mission,  but  received  no  reply.  Months 
later  Mr.  Gilmore  learned  that  the  letter  was 
never  received.    But  Col.  Jaques  was  now 
anxious  for  another  visit  to  the  rebels  pro- 
posing, this  time,  to  see  the  arch  rebel  him- 
self   Leave  of  absence  was  granted  him  bv 
Mr.  Lincoln's  order.  In  a  few  weeks  he  joined 
Air.  Gilmore  at  Baltimore,  but  on  going  to 
Washington  it  was  known  that  "unexpected 
obstacles  were  in  the  way  of  his  further  pro 
gress."    What  these  were  is  not  stated  but 
they  could  be  removed  by  Mr.  Gilmore's  ac- 
companying him.    Accordingly  the  two  gen- 
tlemen started,  and  were  passed  through  the 
lines  by  Gen.  Grant.   "I  went  lo  Richmond  " 
continued  Mr.  Gilmore,  "because  I  thought 
I  could  render  material  aid  to  Col.  Jaques 
in  paving  the  way  to  negotiations  that  mi^ht 
result  in  peace.  ■ 

We  append  from  Mr.  (jiu  more  s  narrative, 
of  how,  on  this  second  visit  of  Col.  Jaoces[ 
he  and  the  Colonel  went  to  the  rebel  lines! 
and  the  result  of  their  interviews  Our 
readers  will  find  it  interesting:— 

We  went  there  in  an  ambulance,  and  we 
went  together— the  Colonel  and  I.  That 
we  got  in  was  owing,  perhaps  to  me,  that 
we  got  out  was  due  altogether  to  him;  and  a 
man  more  cool,  more  brave,  more  sell'Fe- 
hant,  and  more  self-devoted  than  that  quiet 
"Western  parson"  it  was  never  mv  fortune 
to  encounter. 

At  3  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  Julv  16 
mounted  on  two  raw  boned  relics  of  Sheri- 
Jan's  great  raid,  and  armed  with  a  letter  to 
Jeff.  Davis,  a  white  cambric  handkerchief 
tied  to  a  short  stick,  aud  an  honest  face— 
this  last  was  the  Colonel's— we  rode  up  to 
the  rebel  lines  A  ragged,  yellow-faced  boy 
with  a  carbine  in  one  hand,  and  another 
white  handkerchief  tied  to  another  short 
stick  in  the  other,  came  out  to  meet  us

"Yes.  Him  and  t'other  change  officers 
is  over  ter  the  plantation  bevond  Miss 
Grover  s.

They  s  all  busted  in.  Foller  the  bridal  path 
through  the  timber,  and  keep  your  rag  a 
flyin',  fur  our  boys  is  thicker' n  huckelberriee 
in  them  woods,  and  thev  mou^ht  pop  ye  ef 
they  didn't  seed  it. 

Thanking  him,  we  turned  our  horses  into 
the  "timber,"  and  galloping  rapidly  on,  soon 
came  in  sight  of  the  deserted  plantation 
Lolling*  on  the  grass,  in  the  shade  of  the 
windowless  mansion,  we  found  the  Confed- 
ate  officials.  They  rose  as  we  approached 
and  one  of  us  said  to  the  Judge— a  courte- 
ous, middle-aged  gentleman,  in  a  Panama 
hat  and  a  suit  of  spotless  white  drillings— 

"We  are  late,  but  it's  you  fault.  Your 
people  fired  at  uh  down  the  river,  and  we 
had  to  turn  back  and  come  overland."

'No.  It  was  hidden  by  the  trees;  but  a 
shot  came  uncomfortably  near  us.  It  struck 
the  water,  and  ricocheted  not  three  yards  off.

"That  would  have  been  a  sad  thing  for 
you  :  but  a  miss,  you  know,  is  as  good  as  a

"We  hear  that  Grant  was  in  the  boat  that 
lollowed  yours,  ami  was  struck  while  at  din- 
ner, remarked  Capl.  Hatch,  the  Judge's 
Adjutant-a  gentleman,  and  about  the  best 
looking  man  in  the  Confederacy. 

"Indeed  !  Do  vou  believe  it

asked  for  an  answer.  We  gave  none,  for  all 
such  information  is  contraband.  We  might 
have  told  him  that  Grant,  Butler  and  Fos- 
ter examined  their  position  (rom  Mrs  Gro- 
ver s  house-about  four  hundred  yards  dis- 
tant-two hours  after  the  cannon  ball  danced

We  were  then  introduced  to  the  other 
officers-Major  Henniken,  of  the  War  De 
partment,  a  young  man  formerly  of  \ew 
\ork,  but  now  scorning  the  imputation  of 
being  .We.,  and  Mr.  Charles  Jav  os  of 
the  provost  guard  of  Richmond.  This  lat- 
ter individual  was  our  shadow  in  Dix^e  He 
was  of  medium  height,  stoutly  built,  with  a 
short  thick  neck,  and  arms  and  shoulders 
denoting  great  strength.  He  looked  like  a 
natural-born  jailor,  and  much  such  a  cha* 
acter  as  a  timid  man  would  not  like  to  en 
counter,  except  at  long  range  of  a  rifle  war- 
ranted to  fire  twenty  shots  a  minute  and 
hit  every  time. 

To  give  us  a  moonlight  view  of  the  Rich- 
mond fortifications,  the  Judge  proposed  to 


■tart  after  sundown;  and  as  it  wanted  some 
hours  of  that  time  we  seated  ourselves  on 
the  ground,  and  entered  into  conversation. 
The  treatment  of  our  prisoners,  status  of 
black  troops  and  non-combattants,  and  all 
the  questions  which  have  led  to  the  suspen- 
sion of  exchanges,  had  been  good-naturedly 
discussed,  when  the  Captain,  looking  up 
from  one  of  the  Northern  papers  we  had 
brought  him,  said  : 

"Do  you  kBOW  it  mortifies  me  that  you 
don't  hate  us  as  we  hate  you  ?  You  kill  us 
as  Agassiz  kills  a  fly — because  you  love  us." 

"Of  course  we  do.  Tbe  North  is  being 
crucified  for  love  of  tbe  South." 

"H  you  love  us  so,  why  don't  you  let  us 
go  ?"  asked  the  Judge,  rather  curtly. 

"For  that  very  reason — because  we  love 
you.  If  we  let  you  go,  with  slavery  and 
your  notions  of  'empire,'  you'd  run  straight 
lo  barbarism  and  the  devil." 

"We'd  take  the  risk  of  that.  But  let  me 
tell  you.  if  you  are  going  to  Mr.  Davis  with 
any  such  ideas,  vou  might  as  well  turn  back 
at  once.  He  can  make  peace  on  no  other 
basis  than  independence.  Recognition  must 
be  the  beginning,  middle  and  ending  of  all 
negotiations.  Our  people  will  accept  peace 
on  no  other  terms." 

I  think  you  are  wrong  there,"  said  the 
Colonel.  "When  I  was  here  a  year  ago,  I 
met  many  of  your  leading  menj  and  they 
all  assured  me  they  wanted  peace  and  reun 
ion,  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  slavery.  Within 
a  week,  a  man  you  venerate  and  love  has 
met  me  at  Baltimore:  and  besought  me  to 
come  here  and  offer  Mr  Davis  peace  on  such 
conditions  " 

"That  may  be.  Some  of  our  old  men, 
who  are  weak  in  the  knees  may  want  peace 
on  any  terms;  but  the  Southern  people  will 
not  have  it  without  independence.  Mr. 
Davis  knows  them,  and  you  will  find  he 
will  insist  upon  that.  Concede  that,  and 
we'll  not  quarrel  about  minor  matters." 

"We'll  not  quarrel  at  all.  But  it's  sun 
down,  and  time  we  were  'on  to  Richmond.' 

"That's  the  Tribune  cry,"  said  the  Captain, 
rising;  "and  I  hurrah  for  the  Tribune,  for 
it's  honest,  and — I  want  my  supper." 

We  all  laughed,  and  the  Judge  ordered 
the  horses.    As  we  were  about  to  start,  I 
said  to  him  : 
"You've  forgotten  our  parole." 
"Oh,  never  mind  that.     We'll  attend  to 
that  at  Richmond." 

Stepping  into  his  carriage,  and  unfurling 
the  flag  of  truce,  he  then  led  the  way  by  a 
"short-cut"  across  the  corn  field  which  divi 
del  the  mansion  from  the  high  road.  We 
followed  in  an  ambulance  drawn  by  a  pair 
of  mules,  our  shadow— Mr.  Javins— sitting 
between  us  and  the  twilight,  and  Jack ,  a 
•'likely  darkey,"  almost  the  sole  survivor  of 
his  master's  twelve  hundred  slaves.  ("De 
ress  all  stole,  Massa— stole  by  you  Yankees  ") 
occupying  the  front  seat,  and  with  a  stout 
whip,  "working  our  passage  to  Richmond. 

In  Richmond. — The  next  morning,  after 
breakfast,  which  we  took  in  our  room  with 
Mr  Javins,  we  indited  a  note— of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy— to  the  Confederate  Sec 
retary  of  State  ! 

Spottiwooo,  House  Richmond,  Va  1 
„      ,  i      July  17,  1864.  \ 

Hon.  J.  P.  Benjamin,  Secretary  o/  State,  <tc  . 
Dear  Sir. — Tbe  undersigned  respectfully 
solicit  an  interview  with  President  Davis. 
They  visit  Richmond  only  as  private  citizens 
and  have  no  official  character  or  authority 
but  they  are  acquainted  with  the  views  of 
the  United  States  Government,  and  with  the 
sentiment  of  the  Northern  people,  relative  to 
an  adjustment  of  the  differences  existing  be 
tween  the  North  and  South,  aud  earnestly 
hope  that  a  free  interchangeof  views  between 
President  Davis  and  themselves  mav  open 
the  way  to  such  official  negotiations  "as  will 
result  in  restoring  peace  to  tbe  two  sections 
ol  our  distracted  country. 

"They,  therefore,  gsk  an  interview  with 
the  President,  and,  waiting  your  reply,  are 
"Truly  and  respectfully  yours." 
This  was  signed  by  both  of  us;  and  when 
the  Judge  called,  as  he  bad  appointed,  we 
sent  it— together  with  a  commendatory  letter 
I  haJ  received  on  setting  out,  from  a  near  re 
lative  of  Mr.  Davis— to  the  rebel  Secretary. 
In  half  an  hour  J udge  Ould  returned  saying ; 
"Mr.  Benjamin  sends  you  his  compliments, 
and  will  be  happy  to  see  vou  at  the  State 
Department." 

We  found  the  Socretary— a  short,  plump 
oily  little  man  in  black,  with  a  keen,  black 
eye,  a  Jew  face,  a  yellow  skiD,  curly  black 
hair,  closely-trimmed  black  whiskers',  and  a 
ponderous  gold  watch-chain— in  the  north- 
west room  of  the  "United  States"  Custom- 
house Over  the  door  of  this  room  were  the 
words,  "State  Department,"  and  about  its 
walls  were  hung  a  few  maps  and  battle  plans 
In  one  corner  was  a  tier  of  shelves  filled  with 
baoks,  among  which  I  noticed  Headley'e 
"History,"  Lossing's  "Pictorial,"  Parton's 
"Butler,  Greeley's  "American  Conflict  "  a 
complete  set  of  the  "Rebellion  Record,"  and 
a  dozen  numbers  and  several  bound  volumes 
of  tbe  "Atlantic  Monthly,"  and  in  the  center 
of  the  apartment  was  a  black-walnut  fable 
covered  with  green  cloth,  and  filled  with  a 
multitude  of  "State  Papers  "  At  this  table 
•at  the  Secretary.  He  rose  as  we  entered, 
and,  as  Judge  Ould  introdnced  ue,  took  our 
hands  and  said 

"I  am  glad,  very  glad,  to  meet  you,  gentle- 
men.   I  have  read  your  note,  and"— bowing 

to  me— "the  letter  you  bring  from  .  Your 

errand  commands  my  respect  and  sympathy. 
Prav  be  seated." 

As  we  took  the  proffered  seats,  the  Colonel, 
drawing  off  his  "duster,"  and  displaying  his 
uniform,  said  : 

"We  tbank  you  for  this  cordial  reception, 
Mr  Benjamin.  We  trust  you  will  be  as  glad 
to  hear  us  as  you  are  to  see  us." 

"No  doubt  I  r.hall  be,  for  you  come  to  talk 
>f  peace     Peace  is  what  we  all  want." 

'It  is,  indeed  :  and  for  that  reason  we  have 
come  to  see  Mr.  Davis  Can  we  see  him 
sir  ?" 

"Do  you  bring  any  overtures  to  bim  from 
your  Government?" 

"No,  sir.  We  bring  no  overtures,  and  have 
no  authority  from  our  Government.  We  state 
that  in  our  note.  We  would  be  glad  howev- 
er, to  know  what  terms  will  be  acceptable 
to  Mr.  Davis.  If  they  at  all  harmonize  with 
Mr.  Lincoln's  views,  we  will  report  them  to 
him,  and  so  open  the  door  for  official  negotia 
tions." 

"Are  you  acquaited  with  Mr.  Lincoln's 
views  ?" 

"One  of  us  is,  fully." 

"Did  Mr.  Lincoln,  in  any  may,  authorize  you 
to  come  here?" 

"No,  sir.  We  came  with  his  pass,  but  not 
by  his  request.  We  say  distinctly,  we  have 
no  official  or  unofficial  authority.  We  come 
as  men  and  Christians,  not  as  diplomatists 
hoping,  in  a  frank  talk  with  Mr.  Davis,  to 
discover  some  way  by  which  this  war  may  be 
stopped." 

"Well,  gentlemen,  I  will  repeat  what  you 
say  to  the  President,  and  if  he  follows  my 
advice— and  I  think  he  will—he  will  meet 
you.  He  will  be  at  church  this  afternoon 
so  suppose  you  call  here  at  nine  this  evening' 
if  any  thing  should  occur  in  the  meantime 
to  prevent  his  seeing  you,  I  will  let  yon  know 
through  Judge  Ould.  ' 

Through  this  interview  tbe  manner  ot  the 


Secretary  was  cordial;  but  with  this  cordiali- 
ty was  a  strange  constraint  and  diffidence, 
almost  amounting  to  timidity,  which  struck 
both  my  companion  and  mvs'elf.  Contrasting 
his  manner  with  the  quiet  dignity  of  the  Col- 
onel, 1  almost  fancied  our  positions  reversed 
—that,  instead  of  our  being  in  his  power  the 
Secretary  was  in  ours,  and  momently  expect- 
ed to  hear  some  unwelcome  sentence  from  our 
lips.  There  is  something,  after  all,  in  moral 
power.  Mr.  Benjamin  does  not  posess  it  nor 
is  he  a  great  man  He  has  a  keen  shrewd, 
ready  intelligence,  but  not  the  stamina  toorig' 
mate,  or  even  to  execute  anv  great  good  or 
great  wickedness.

He  had  a  broad,  massive  forehead 
and  a  mouth  and  chin  denoting  great  ener 
g.v  and  strength   of  will.     His  face  was 
emacitatcd,  aud  much  wrinkled,  but  his 
eatures  were  good,  especially   his  eyes— 
though  one  of  theiu  bore  a  scar         /  , 

made  by  lorae  sharp  instrument  He  wore 
a  suit  of  grayish  brown,  evidently  of  foreign 
manufacture,  and,  as  he  rose,  I  saw  that  he 
was  about  five  feet  ten  inches  high,  with  a 
slight  stoop  in  the  shoulders  His  manners 
were  simple,  easy,  and  most  fascinating  and 
there  was  an  indescribable  charm  in  his 
voice,  as  he  extended  his  hand  and  said  to 
US  : 

"I  am  glad  to  see  you,  geutleman.  You 
are  very  welcome  to  Richmond  " 

And  this  was  the  man  who  was  President 
of  the  Lo.ted  States,  under  Franklin  Pierce 
and  who  is  now  the  heart,  soul,  and  brains 
of  the  Southern  Confederacy  ! 

His  manner  put  me  entirely  at  my  ease— 
the  Colonel  would  be  at  his  if  he  stood  be 
lore  C«sar,— and  I  replied 

"We  thank  you,  Mr.  Davis  It  ia  not  of- 
ten that  you  meet  men  of  our  clothes  and 
our  principles  in  Richmond." 

"Not  often,— not  so  often  as  I  could  wish 
and  I  trust  your  coming  may  lead  to  a  more 
frequent  and  friendly  intercourse  between 
the  Horth  and  the  South." 
"We sincerely  hope  it  may." 
"Mr.  Benjamin  tells  me  that  vou  have 
asked  to  see  me  to — " 

And  he  paused,  as  if  desiring,  we  should 
finish  the  sentence.     The  Colonel  replied 

Yes  sir.  We  have  asked  this  interview, 
in  the  hope  that  you  may  suggest  some  way 
by  which  this  war  may  be  stopped.  Our  peo- 
ple want  peaoe,— your  people  do,  and  your 
Congress  has  recently  said  that  you  do  We

Would  "Ot  disputesPcon- 
stanny  arise,  and  cause  almost  constant  war 
between  them  ?" 

"Undoubtedly— with  this  generation.  You 
have  sown  such  bitteiness  at  the  South;  you 
have  put  such  an  ocean  of  blood  between 
the  two  sections,  that  I  despair  of  seeing 
any  harmony  in  my  time.  Our  children 
may  forget  this  war,  but  we  can  not. 

"I  think  the  bitterness  you  speak  of  sir," 
said  the  Colonel,  "does  not  really  exist."  We 
meet  and  talk  here  as  friends,  our  Foldiers 
meet  and  fraternize  with  each  other;  and  I 
leel  sure  that  if  the  Union  were  restored,  a 
more  friendly  feeling  would  arise  between'us 
than  has  ever  existed.  The  war  has  made 
us  know  and  respect  each  other  better  than 
before.  This  is  the  view  of  very  many 
Southern  men;  I  have  had  it  from  many  of 
them — your  leading  citizens." 

"They  are  mistaken,"  replied  Mr.  Davis. 
They  do  not  understand  Southern  sentiment 
How  cau  we  feel  anything  but  bitterness  to 
ward  men  who  deny  us  our  rights  ?  If  you 
enter  my  house  and  drive  me  out  of  it,  am 
I  not  your  natural  enemy?" 

"You  put  the  case  too'  strongly  But  we 
can  not  fight  for  ever,  the  war  must  end  at 
some  time;  we  must  finally  agree  upon  some 
thing,  can  we  not  agree  now,  and  stop  this 
frightful  carnage?  We  are  both  Christian 
men,  Mr.  Davis.  Can  you,  as  a  Christian 
man,  leave  untried  any  means  that  may 
lead  to  peace  ?" 

"No,  I  can  not.  I  desire  peace  as  much 
as  you  do.  I  deplore  bloodshed  as  much  as 
you  do;  but  I  feel  that  not  one  drop  of  the 
blood  shed  in  this  war  is  on  my  hands —I 
can  look  up  to  my  God  and  say  this  I  tried 
all  in  ray  power  to  avert  this  war.  1  saw  it 
coming,  and  for  twelve  years  I  worked  night 
and  day  to  prevent  it,  but  I  could  not  The 
North  was  mad  and  blind;  it  would  not  let 
us  govern  ourselves,  and  so  the  war  came 
and  now  it  must  go  on  till  the  last  man 
of  this  generation  falls  in  his  tracks, 
and  his  children  sieze  his  musket  and  fight 
our  battle,  unless  you  acknowledge  our 
right  to  self-government.  We  are  not  fight 
ing  for  slavery.  We  are  fighting  for  In. 
dependence,  and  that,  or  extermintion,  we 
will  have." 

"And  there  are,  at  least,  four  and  a  hall 
millions  of  us  left;  so  you  see  you  have  a 
work  before  you,"  said  Mr.  Benjamin,  with 
a  decided  sneer. 

"We  have  no  wish  to  exterminate  you," 
answered  the  Colonel.  "I  believe  what  I 
have  said— that  there  is  no  bitternes  between 
Northern  and  Southern  people.  The  North 
I  know,  loves  the  South.  When  peace 
comes,  it  will  pour  money  and  means  into 
your  hands  to  repair  the  waste  caused  by 
the  war;  and  it  would  now  welcome  you 
back,  and  forgive  you  all  the  loss  and  blood- 
shed you  have  caused.  But  we  must  crush 
your  armies  and  exterminate  your  Govern- 
ment. And  is  not  that  already  nearly  done? 
You  are  wholly  without  money,  and  at  the 
end  ot  your  resources.  Grant  has  shut  vou 
up  in  Richmond.  Sherman  is  before  Atlan- 
ta. Had  you  not,  then,  better  accept  hoo- 
orable  terms  while  you  can  retain  your 
prestige,  and  save  the  pride  of  the  Southern 
people? ' 
Mr.  Davis  smiled. 

"I  respect  your  earnestness ,  Colonel,  but 
you  do  not  seem  to  understand  the  situation. 
We  are  not  exactly  shut  up  in  Richmond. 
If  your  papers  tell  the  truth,  it  is  your  cap 
ital  that  is  in  danger,  not  ours  Some  weeks 
ago,  Grant  crossed  the  Rapidan  to  whip  Lee, 
and  take  Richmond     Lee  drove  him  in  the 


first  battle  and  then  Grant  executed  what 
your  people  call  a  brilliant  flank  move 
ment,'  and  fought  Lee  again.  Lee  drov, 
him  a  second  time,  and  then  Grant  made 
another  'flank  movement;'  and  so  they  kept 
on,— Lee  whipping  and  Grant  flanking— 
until  Grant  got  where  he  is  now.  And  what 
is  the  net  result  ?  Grant  has  lost  seventy 
five  or  eighty  thousand  men—  more  than  Lee 
had  at  the  outset,— and  is  no  nearer  taking 
Richmond  than  at  the  first ;  and  Lee,  whose 
front  has  never  been  broken,  holds  him 
completely  in  check,  and  has  men  enough 
to  spare  to  invade  Maryland  and  threaten 
Washington!  Sherman,  to  be  sure,  is  be- 
fore Atlanta,  but  suppose  he  is,  and  sup- 
pose he  takes  it?  You  know  that  the  far 
ther  he  goes  from  his  base  of  supplies,  the 
weaker  he  grows,  and  the  more  disastroui 
defeat  will  beto  him.  And  defeat  may  certain 
Iy  say  our  position  was  better  than  come 
So,  in  a  military  view,  I  should  yours. 

"As  to  money :  we  are  richer  than  you 
are.    You  smile,  but,  admit  that  our  paper 
is  worth  nothing— it  answers  as  a  circulating 
medium,  and  we  hold  it  all  ourselves.  If 
every  dollar  of  it  were  lost,   we  should 
as    we  have   no  foreign   debt,    be  none 
the  poorer    But  it  is  worth  something,  it 
has  the  solid  basis  of  a  large  cotton-crop, 
while  yours  rests  on  nothing,  and  you  owe 
all  the  world.    As  to  resources  :  we  do  not 
lack  for  arms,  or  ammunition,  and  we  have 
still  a  wide  territory  from  which  to  gather 
supplies.    So,  you  see,  we  are  not  in  extrem- 
ities.   But,  if  we  were— if  we  were  without 
money,  without  food,  without  weapons— if 
our  whole  country  was  desolated,  and  our 
armies  crushed  and  disbanded— could  we, 
ithout  giving  up  our  manhood,  give  up  out- 
right to  govern  ourselves?    Would  you  not 
rather  die,  and  feel  yourself  a  man,  than 
live  subject  to  a  foreign  power?" 

"From  your  etand-point  there  is  force  in 
what  you  say, "  replied  the  Colonel.  "But 
we  did  not  come  here  to  argue  with  you, 
Mr.  Davis.  We  came,  hoping  to  find  some 
honorable  way  to  peace,  and  1  am  grieved 
to  hear  you  say  what  yon  do.  When  I  have 
seen  your  young  men  dying  on  the  battle 
field,  and  your  old  men,  women  and  children 
starving  in  their  homes,  I  have  felt  I  could 
risk  my  life  to  save  them  For  that^reason 
I  am  here  and  I  am  grieve  ! — grieved — thai 
there  is  no  hope." 

"I  know  your  motives  Colonel  Jaques, 
and  I  honor  you  for  them:  but  what  can  I 
do  more  than  I  am  doing?  I  would  give 
my  poor  life,  gladly,  if  it  would  bring  peace 
and  good  will  to  the  two  countries;  but  it 
would  not.  It  is  with  your  own  people  you 
should  labor.  It  is  they  who  desolate  our 
homes,  burn  our  wheat  fields,  break  the 
wheels  of  wagons,  carrying  away  our  women 
and  children,  and  destroy  supplies  meant 
for  our  sick  and  wounded.  At  your  door 
lies  all  the  misery  and  crime  of  this  war, 
and  it  is  a  (earful,— fearful  account." 

"Not  all  of  it,  Mr.  Davis.  I  admit  a  fear 
ful  account,  but  it  is  not  all  at  our  door. 
The  passions  of  both  sides  are  aroused.  Un- 
armed men  are  hanged,  prisoners  are  shol 
down  in  cold  blood  by  yourselves.  Ele- 
ments ol  barbarism  are  entering  the  war 
from  both  sides,  that  should  make  us— you 
and  me,  as  Christian  men— shudder  to  think 
of.  In  God's  name,  then,  let  us  stop  it.  Let 
us  do  something,  concede  something,  to  bring 
about  peace.  You  can  not  expect  with  only 
four  and  a  half  millions,  as  Mr.  Benjamin 
•ays  you  have,  to  hold  out  forever  against 
twenty  millions." 

Again  Mr.  Davis  smiled. 
"Do  vou  suppose  there  are  twenty  millions 
at  the  North  determined  to  crush  us?" 

"I  do— to  crush  your  Government.  A  small 
number  of  our  people,  a  very  small  number 
are  your  friends—  secessionists.  The  rest  dif- 
fer about  measures  and  candidates,  but  are 
united  in  the  determination  to  sustain  the 
Union  Whoever  is  elected  in  November 
he  must  be  committed  to  a  vigorous  prosecu 
tion  of  the  war." 

Mr.  Davis  still  looking  incredulous,  I  re- 
marked 

It  is  so,  sir.    Whoever  tells  you  other 
wise,  deceives  you     I  think  I  know  North- 
ern sentiment,  and  I  assure  you  that  it  is  so. 
You  know  we  have  a   system    of  lyceum 
lecturing  in  our  large  towns.    At  the'  close 
of  these  lectures,  it  is  the  custom  of  the 
people  to  come  upon  the  platform  and  talk 
with  the  lecturer.    This  gives  him  an  excel- 
lant  opportunity  of  learning  public  senth 
ment.    Last  winter  I  lectured  belore  nearly 
a  hundred  of  such  associations,  all  over  the 
North,— from  Dubuque  to  Bangor.— and  I 
took  pains  to  ascertain  the  feeling  of  the 
people     I  found  a  unanimous  determina' 
tion  to  crush  the  rebellion  and  save  the 
Union  at  every  sacrifice.    The  majority  are 
in  favor  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  nearly  all  of 
those  opposed  to  him  are  opposed  to  him 
because  they  think  he  does  not  fight  you 
with  jenough  vigor.    The  radical  Republi- 
cans, who  go  for  slave-suffrage  and  thor- 
ough confiscation,  are  those  who  will  defeat 
him  if  he  is  defeated     But  if  he  is  defeated 
before  the  people,  the  House  will  elect  a 
worse  man — worse  1  mean  for  you.    It  is 
more  radical  than  he  is — you  can  see  that 
from  Mr.  Ashley's  reconstruction  bill,— and 
the  people  are  more  radical  than  the  House 
Mr.  Lincoln,  I  know,  is  about  to  call  out 
500,000  more  men,  aud  I  don't  see  how  you 
can  r.sist  much  longer;  but  if  you  do,  you 
will  only  deepen  the  radical  feeling  of  the 
North  ern    people.    They  would  now  give 
you  fair,  honorable,  generous  terms ;  but 
let  them  suffer  much  more,  let  there  be  a 
dead  man  in  every  house  as  there  is  now  in 
every  village,  and  they  will  give  you  no 
terms, — they  will  insist  on  hanging  every 
rebel  south  of — Pardon  my  terms     I  mean 
no  offence. " 

You  give  no  offence,"  he  replied  srailiug 
very  pleasantly.  "I  wouldn't  have  you  pick 
your  words.  This  is  a  frank?free  talk,  and  I 
like  you  the  better  for  saying  what  vou  think. 
Go  on." 

I  was  merely  going  to  add,  that  let  the 
Northern  people  once  really  feel  the  war— 
they  do  not  feel  it  yet— and  they  insist  on 
hanging  every  one  of  your  leaders." 

"Well  admitting  all  you  say,  I  can't  see 
how  it  affects  our  position.  There  are  some 
things  worse  than  hanging  or  extermination 
We  reckon  giving  up  the  right  of  eelf-goy. 
eminent  one  of  those  thiugs." 

"By  self-government  you  mean  disunion- 
Southern  independence." 
"Yes." 

"And  slavery,  you  say,  is  no  longer  an  ele 
ment  in  the  contest?" 

"No,  it  is  not.  It  never  was  au  essential 
element.  It  was  only  a  means  ol  bringing 
other  conflicting  elements  to  au  earlier  cul 
mination.  It  tired  the  musket  which  was 
already  capped  and  loaded.  There  are  es- 
sential differences  between  the  North  and 
South,  that  will,  however  this  war  may  end, 
make  them  two  nations." 

"You  ask  me  to  say  what  I  think.  Will 
you  allow  me  to  say  that  I  know  the  South 
pretty  well,  and  never  observed  those  differ- 
ences ?" 

Then  you  have  not  used  your  eyes.  My 
sight  is  poorer  than  yours,  but  I  have  seen 
them  for  years.' 

The  laugh  was  upon  me,  and  Mr.  Beoja 
min  enjoyed  it

Well.    Suppose  the  two  governments 
should  agree  to  something  like  this  :  To  go  to 
the  people  with  two  propositions,  say:  Peace, 
with  Disunion  and  Southern  Independence 
as  your  proposition  ;  and  i  Peace,  with  Un-  | 
ion,  Emancipation.     No  Confiscation,  and  1 
universal  Amnesty,  as  ours.    Let  the  citi- 
zens of  all  the  United  States  (as  they  existed 
before  the  war)  vote  "Yes,"  or  "No,"  on 
these  two  propositions,  at  a  special  election 
within  sixty  days     If  a  majority  vote  Dis- 
union, our  Government  to  be  bound  by  it, 
and  let  you  go  in  peace.    If  a  majority  vote 
Union,  yours  to  be  bouud  by  it,  and  stay  in 
peace.    The  two  Governments  cau  contract 
in  this  way,  and  the  people,  though  consti- 
tutionally unable  to  decide  on  peace  or  war 
can  elect  which    of  any  two  propositions 
shall  govern  their  rulers   Let  Lee  and  Grant 
meanwhile   agree   to  an    armistice  This 
would  sheathe   the  sword;    and,  if  once 
sheathed,  it  would  never  again  be  drawu  by 
this  generation  " 

"The  plan  is  altogether  impracticable  — 
If  the  South  were  only  one  State,  it  might 
work;  but,  as  it  is,  if  one  Southern  State 
objected  to  emancipation,  it  would  nullify 
the  whole  thing,  for  you  are  aware  the  peo- 
ple of  Virginia  can  not  vote  slavery  out  of 
South  Carolina,  or  the  people  of  South  Car- 
olina vote  it  out  of  Virginia." 

"But  three-fourths  of  the  States  can  amend 
the  Constitution.  Let  it  be  done  in  that  way 
—in  any  way,  so  that  it  cau  be  done  by  the 
people  I  am  not  a  statesman  or  a  politi 
cian,  and  I  do  not  just  know  how  such  a 
plan  could  be  carried  out;  but  you  get  the 
idea— that  the  people  shall  decide  the  ques 
tion. " 

"That  the  majority  shall  decide  it,  you 
mean.    We  seceded  to  rid  ourselves  of  the 
majority,  and  this  would  subject  us  to 
again.' 

"But  the  majority  must  rule  finally,  either 
with  bullets  or  ballots  " 

"I  am  not  so  sure  of  that.  Neither  current 
events  nor  history  show  that  the  majority 
rules,  or  ever  did  rule.  The  contrary,  I  think 
is  true.  Why,  sir,  the  man  who  shall  go  be 
fore  the  Southern  people  with  such  a  propo 
sition— with  any  proposition  which  implied 
that  the  North  was  to  have  a  voice  in  deter- 
mining the  domestic  relations  of  the  South 
could  not  live  there  a  day  !  He  would  be 
hanged  to  the  first  tree,  without  judge  or 
jury." 

"Allow  me  to  doubt  that.  I  think  it  more 
likely  he  would  be  hanged  if  he  let  the  South 
ern  people  know  the  majority  could  not  rule,' 
I  replied  smiling. 

"I  have  no  fear  of  that,"  rejoined  Mr.  Da 
vis,  also  smiling  most  good  humoredly.  "I 
give  you  leave  to  proclaim  it  from  every 
house  top  in  the  South." 

"But  seriously,  Sir,  you  let  the  majority 
rule  in  a  single  State ;  why  not  let  it  rule  in 
the  whole  country  ?  ' 

"Because  the  States  are  independent  and 
sovereign.    The  country  is  not.    It  is  only  a 
confederation  of  States;  or  rather  it  was 
is  now  two  confederations." 

"Then  we  are  not  a  people — we  are  only  a 
political  partnership?" 
"That  is  all." 

"Your  very  name,  sir,  'United  Stales,'  im- 
plies that,"  said  Mr.  Benjamin.  "But,  tell  me, 
are  the  terms  you  have  named— emancipa- 
tion, no  confiscation,  and  universal  emnesty 
the  terms  which  Mr.  Lincoln  authorized 
you  to  offer  us  ?" 

"No,  siajk  Mr.  Lincoln  did  uot  authorize 
me  to  offer  you  any  terms  But  I  think  both 
he  and  the  northern  people,  for  the  sake  of 
peace,  would  assent  to  some  such  condi- 
tions." 

'They  are  very  generous, "  replied  Mr.  Da- 
vis, for  the  first  lime  during  the  interview 
showing  some  angry  leeling.  "But  amnesty, 
sir,  applies  to  criminals.  We  have  committed 
no  crime  Confiscation  is  of  no  account  un- 
less you  can  enforce  it;  and  emancipation  I 
ott  ha^re  already  emancipated  nearly  two 
millions  of  our  slaves,  and  if  you  take  care  of 
them  you  may  emancipate  tbe  rest  I  had  a 
few  when  the  war  began.  I  was  of  some  use 
to  them,  they  never  were  of  any  to  me. 
Against  their  will  you  emancipated  them 
and  you  may  'emancipate'  every  negro  in  the 
Confederacy,  but  we  will  be  free  I  We  will 
govern  ourselves !  We  will  do  it,  if  we  have 
to  see  every  plantation  sacked,  and  every 
Southern  city  in  flames  I" 

"I  see,  Mr  Davis,  it  is  useless  to  continue 
this  conversation,"  I  replied,  "and  you  will 
pardon  us  if  we  have  seemed  to  press  our 
views  with  too  much  pertinacity.  We  love 
the  old  flag,  and  that  must  be  ourapology  for 
intruding  upon  you  at  all." 

"You  have  not  intruded  upon  me,"  he  re- 
plied, resuming  his  usual  manner.'  "I  am 
glad  to  have  met  you,  both.  I  onee  loved  the 
old  flag  as  well  as  you  do.  I  would  have  died 
for  it,  but  now  it  is  to  me  onlv  the  emblem  of 
oppression." 

"I  hope  the  day  may  never  come,  Mr.  Davis 
when  /say  that,"  said  the  Colonel. 

A  half  hour's  conversation  on  other  topics 
—not  of  public  interest— ensued,  and  then 
we  rose  lo  go.  As  we  did  so  the  rebel  Pres- 
ident gave  me  his  hand,  and,  bidding  me  a 
kindly  "good-bye,"  expressed  the  hope  of 
seeing  me  again  in  happier  times— when 
peace  should  have  returned— but  the  with 
Colonel  his  parting  was  particularly  cordial 
Taking  his  hand  in  both  of  his,  he  said  to 
him  : 

Colonel,  I  respect  y  our  character  and  your 
motives,  and  I  wish  you  well— I  wish  you 
every  good  wish  I  can  wish  you  consistently 
with  the  interest  of  the  Confederacy  " 

The  quiet,  straightforward  bearing  and 
magnificent  moral  courage  of  our  "fighting 
parson"  had  evidently  impressed  Mr  Davis 
very  favorably  As  we  were  leaving  the  room 
he  added  i 

"Say  to  Mr.  Lincoln  from  me,  that  1  shall 
at  any  time  be  pleased  to  receive  proposals 
for  peace  on  the  basis  of  our  independence 
It  wil  be  useless  to  approach  me  with  anv 
other. 

When  we  went  out  Mr.  Benjamin  called 
•Judge  Ould,  who  had  been  waiting  during 
the  whole  interview— two  hours— at  the  other 
eud  of  the  hall,  and  we  passed  down  the  stair 
way  together    As  I  put  my  arm  within  that 
ol  the  Judge,  he  said  to  me— 
"Weil,  what  is  the  result  ?  ' 
"Nothing  but  war— war  to  the  knife." 
"Ephraim  is  joined  to  his  idols— let  him 
alone."  added  the  Colonel,  solemnly.

And  what  follows  /  We  are  in  favor  of 
peace  All  men,  except  a  few  who  are  mak 
ing  large  gains  from  the  profits  of  the  war, 
by  extortion,  by  peculation,  by  fraud,  and 
by  swindling,  are  in  favor  of  peace  But 
the  iden, — as  our  contemporary  ol  the  Phil 
adelphia  News  pertinently  remarks, — "that 
the  integrity  of  Ihe  Government  and  the 
Union  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  dictation 
of  the  traitor  crew  at  Richmond  is  so  super 
latively  ridiculous  as  not  to  be  entertained 
for  a  moment.  It  is  true  that  an  immense 
political  movement  has  been  started  on  the 
peace  principle,  and  it  is  quite  apparent  that 
there  are  some  men  ,  who  have  been  very

ed into  submission  to  a  scheme  which  would 
allow  the  almost  vanquished  foe  to  recuper- 
ate his  energy  and  strength  lor  a  renewal  of 
ihe  conflict  with  more  fierceness  than  ever. 

"But  the  ultimatum  is  before  us.  Mr. 
Davis  says  this  war  cau  only  be  stopped  by 
a  withdrawal  of  the  Union  forces  from  the 
territory  which  they  claim  as  their  own  — 
that  they  will  either  be  independent  oranni 
hilated  ;  and  the  only  question,  therefore, 
left  for  us  lo  consider,  is,  whether  or  not  we 
will  submit  to  their  terms  We  say  no  The 
war  waged  by  the  Government  for  the  re- 
covery of  its  territory  is  a  jusl  one,  and  it 
musl  be  prosecuted  until  it  is  successful, 
even  il  it  should  last  during  the  existence  of 
the  present  generation  If  we  yield  the  po 
sition  we  have  taken,  and  concede  to  the 
demands  of  the  rebels,  we  give  up  lor  ever 
the  principle  of  sell  government.  It  is  true 
beyond  a  doubt,  that  two  independent  na- 
tions can  not  exist  in  harmony  on  this  Con- 
tinent. The  principle  of  self  government  is 
at  stake  here,  but  not  as  put  by  Mr  Davis 
Self-government,  reduced  to  n  praelical  re- 
sult, according  to  the  rebel  theory,  is  self 
immolation  Let  the  chain  which  has  bound 
ihis  nation  together  be  broken,  and  Liberty 
dies  Anarchy  will  take  the  place  of  order. 
Despotism  will  rule  instead  of  a  government 
chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  a  free  people,  and 
we  must,  therefore,  look  the  ultimatum,  as 
presented  by  the  rebel  ohieflain,  in  the  face 
If  we  fail  to  meet  it,  and  that  with  ouch 
force  as  shall  compel  obedience  to  the  laws, 
we  do  not  deserve  to  be  free. 


Proclamation  by  <Jov.  Drouth. 

Governor  Brough,  of  Ohio,  has  issued  a 
proclamation  lo  the  people  of  that  Stale  in 
which  he  warns  persons  against  combining 
or  joining  secret  disloyal  organizations  to  re- 
sist the  draft     He  saya  : 

Mosl  earnestly  do  1  appeal  to  the  people 
of  the  Stale  not  to  engage  in  this  forcible 
resistance  to  the  laws  to  which  evil  coun. 
sellors  and  bad  men  are  leading  them.  It 
cannot  and  will  not  succeed  Its  trimuph, 
if  it  achieve  ar.y,  must  be  of  a  mere  tempo- 
rary character.  The  Government  is  not 
weak  It  is  strong  and  powerful.  It  can- 
not and  it  will  not  permit  an  armed  insur- 
rection, to  impeach  its  strength  or  impair  its 
power  while  contending  with  the  Southern 
rebellion  I  do  not  say  this  to  you  in  any 
spirit  of  intimidation,  or  in  any  threatening 
tone  1  speak  il  to  you  as  a  warning,  and 
with  an  imploring  voice  to  hear  and  heed  it 
I  known  what  the  determination  ot  your 
Government  is,  and  I  fully  comprehend  the 
power  at  hand  to  enforce  it. 

r'rauklr  Tells  (tie  Truth. 

Al  a  late  convention  of  the  Peace  Demoo 
racy  of  Mercy  county,  Ohio,  ihe  "Democrat- 
ic" member  ol  Congress  trom  llial  district 
was  present,  and  made  a  speech,  explaining 
his  course  in  Congress,  and  his  reasons  for 
opposing  the  war  and  every  measure  inten 
ded  to  aid  the  Government  in  crushing  tlie 
rebellion.    He  closed  by  saying  : 

"Since  I  have  been  your  representative  in 
Congress,  I  have  had  but  one  aim  uiid  one 
object  in  view,  and  that  was  to  udvance  the  in- 
terests of  the  Democratic  party;  and  all  my 
acts  as  your  representative  were  prompted 
and  controlled  by  a  desire  lo  accomplish  this 
object.  I  permitted  no  other  consideration 
whatever,  for  a  moment,  to  'nfluence  any 
act  or  vote  of  mine.  In  this  I  know  I  cor 
rectly  represented  you." 

That  is  the  truth.  And  all  dial  the  reb- 
els aud  rebel  sympathizers — the  Peace  Dem 
ocrats,  Conservatives,  and  all  their  aiders 
and  abettors — labor  for  is  "to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  Democratic  party."  With 
them  partv  is  alt — Country,  Liberty,  Union 
nothing.  Truly,  none  of  ihem  "permit  any 
other  consideration  whatever,  for  a  moment 
to  influence  any  act"  ol  theirs.  Oaths  to 
support  and  maintain  the  Constitution,  pa- 
triotism, duty  to  country,  and  all  other  obli 
gations  are  not  permitted  to  influence  them, 
except  by  it  they  may  '  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Democratic  party." 


Fabraout  in  Frontof  Mobile — As  we  read 
of  the  daring,  and  at  the  same  time,  the 
well  planned  and  deliberate  efforlsof  the  "old 
Salamander"  before  Mobile,  a  scene  where 
he  charges  with  the  wooden  flagship  Hart 
ford  upon  the  rebel  iron  ram  Tennessee,  with 
apparently  not  a  misgiving  as  to  the  result, 
running  close  alongside  of  formidable  forts 
in  a  blaze  of  fire,  and  all  the  time  perched 
in  the  "  maintop"  grimly  watching  results 
one  caunot  but  conclude  that  had  the  oM 
hero  been  a  t  Charleston,  instead,  the  '"cra- 
dle of  the  rebellion"  would  have  been  rocked 
to  utter  ruin  long  ago. 

We  are  sorry  to  believe —after  what  has 
occurred  there — with  the  "Ironsides"  and 
a  fleet  of  monitors,  that  Charleston  will 
never  be  taken  until  Farragut  has  leisure  to 
steam  in  there  with  his  wooden  fleet.  We 
cannot  but  hope  that  after  New  Orleans  and 
Mobile  have  thus  demonstrated  his  invinci 
ble  purpose,  that  he  will  be  allowed  a  chance 
at  the  plague  spot  of  the  rebellion.  The  na- 
tion would  hail  his  advent^  in  Charleston 
harbor  with  acclamation ,  and  it  would  be 
another  nail  in  the  political  coffins  of  Fre- 
mont Sc  Co.  —  Baltimore  Clipper. 


War  News  and  Army  Items. 

The  rebel  Gen.  Forrest,  with  some  three 
thousand  cavalry,  made  a  rush  into  Mem- 
phis, on  the  2Ut  August,  lor  the  purpose  of 
capturi ug  G e n.  Wash burne  and  other  officers, 
releasing  Ibe  prisoners  in  jail,  and  robbing 
generally.  He  captured  a  few  subordinate 
officers  and  sick  soldiers;  but  found  himself 
such  clone  quarters,  that  he  ingloriously 
— d.  Most  of  the  sick  soldiers  he  killed, 
because  they  could  not,  on  foot,  keep  up  with- 
his  retreating  cavalry.  He  admitted  his  raid 
was  a  total  failure,  and  worse. 

On  Sunday,  there  was  a  htavy  fight  on  the 
Weldon  railroad— the  rebels,  under  Lee's 
orders,  that  the  road  must  be  taken  at  any 
cost  from  Warren,  made  several  desperate 
charges,  but  failed  id  all  with  great  loss. 
Among  their  killed  and  wounded  were  sev- 
eral officers,  and  others  were  captured.  The 
result  showed  that  it  was  useless,  and 
they  appear  to  have  abandoned  the  design  of 
retaking  il  During  the  fight  an  incident 
occurred  which  is  thus  stated  by  the  corres- 
pondent of  the  New  York  Herald  : 

In  the  battle  of  the  21st  the  rebels  found 
emselves  under  a  quadruple  fire  of  nut* 
ketrv  and  artillery,  which  caused  them  to 
throw  down  their  pieces  and  raise  their  arms 
in  token  of  surrender. 

Gen  liuiler  sent  Capt.  Daly,  of  his  staff, 
recene  them  as  prisoners.  Our  forces 
having  ceased  firing,  Daly  told  Haywood  he 
had  been  sent  to  receive  his  brigade  as  pris- 
oners. Without  saying  a  word,  Haywood 
drew  his  revolverand  shot  Capt.  Daly.  Capt. 
Daly  lived  half  an  hour,  but  long  enough  to 
make  his  statement.  Haywood  after  the 
shooting  Of  Daly,  called  his  men  to  pick  up 
their  muskets  and  fall  back,  which  order 
they  attempted  lo  obey.  Our  men  again 
fired,  when  they  again  threw  down  their 
pieces,  and  this  time  gave  themselves  up  as. 
prisoners.  This  second  volley  added  a  large 
number  to  their  killed,  and  among  them 
Haywood,  who  was  shot  through  the  head. 
Prisoners  say  the  killed  are  between  500  and 
600.  After  two  hours'  fighting  the  battle 
ended. 

Sheridan  appears  to  hold  his  own  in  the 
Valley  The  rebels  have  not  crossed  into 
Maryland.

A  Speech  by  1'iesideut  Lincoln, 

lu  response  to  a  call  from  the  104lh  O.  N 
Q  ,  whose  term  of  service  had  expired,  ihe 
President,  from  the  front  ol  the  Executive 
Mansion,  addressed  them  as  follows: 

Soldiers:  Y'ou  are  about  to  return  to  your 
homes  and  your  friends,  alter  having,  as  I 
learn,  performed  in  camp  a  comparatively 
short  term  of  duty  in  this  greal  contest.  I 
am  greatly  obliged  to  you,  and  lo  all  w  ho 
have  come  forward  al  ihe  call  of  their  coun 
try.  I  wish  it  might  be  more  generally  and 
universally  understood  what  the  country  is 
now  engaged  in.  We  have,  as  all  will  agree, 
a  :ree  Government,  where  every  man  has  a 
right  to  be  equal  with  every  other  man.  In 
this  great  struggle  this  form  of  Government 
and  every  form  of  human  rights  is  endau 
gered,  if  our  enemies  succeed.  Thereis  more 
involved  in  this  contest  than  is  realized  by 
every  one.  There  is  involved  in  this  strug 
gle  thequestion  whether  your  children  and 
my  children  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  we 
have  enjoyed.  I  say  this  in  order  to  impress 
upon  you,  if  you  are  not  already  so  impress- 
ed, that  no  small  matter  should  divert  us 
from  our  great  purpose.  There  may  be  some 
inequalities  in  the  practical  working  of  our 
system  It  is  fair  that  each  man  shall  pay 
taxes  in  exact  proportion  for  the  value  of  bis 
property  ;  but  if  we  should  wait  before  col- 
lecting a  tax  to  adjust  the  taxes  upon  each 
man  in  exact  proportion  with  every  other 
man,  we  should  never  collect  auy  lax  at  all. 
There  may  be  mistakes  made  somewhere, 
things  may  be  done  wrong  while  the  officers 
of  the  Government  do  all  they  can  to  pre 
vent  mistakes.  But  I  beg  of  you,  as  citi- 
zens of  ibis  great  Republic,  not  to  let  your 
minds  be  carried  off  from  the  great  work  we 
have  before  us.  This  struggle  is  too  large 
lor  you  to  be  diverted  from  it  by  any  small 
matter.  When  you  return  lo  your  homes, 
rise  up  to  the  bight  of  a  generation  of  men, 
worthy  of  a  free  government,  and  we  will 
carrv  out  the  great  work  we  have  commenc- 
ed. I  return  to  you  my  sincere  thanks,  sol- 
diers, for  the  honor  you  have  done  me  this 
afternoon.
